GOVERNMENT GETS BLACK 
EYE. 


Supreme Court Decides In Favor of 


Shoe Machinery Trust. 


V.'ashington, Feb. 3.—The govern- 


ment today suffered its first big d« 
feat in the recent anti-trust cam- 
paign whej the supreme court helJ 
that the tfficiaSs of the United Shoe 
Machinc-r. compan;. had not \io!ated 
the Shcnjan anti-trust law by organ- 
izing that company. 


The court, however, did not pass 


upon the legahu of the sjstein by 
which the company l»ases machines 
on terms that no "independent" ma- 
<hii.cry »«; used. 


The at-iion of tho supreme court to- 


day grew out of the Massachusetts 
federal courts annulling one of two 
indictments brought against the shos 
machinery companj officials. 


The Massachusetts court took the 


position that the indictment did not 
stale an offense under the Sherman 
law. The government appealed to tne 
supreme court by virtue of tne crim 
irai appeal act of 1!'07. on the grounu 
that it did sta?e an otfense. 


The indictment alleged that Sidney
